The labor unions will object if convict labor be employed in comp 


lilion with lhat of union men and hence Ihe prisoners to a great extent 


detxurcd from working profitably as they olherwise might. 
Many of the 


have families or dependent relatives who become charges upon the slul 
Thus (he state in pursuance of its primitive policy and its prison rules hold 
corn-ids in idleness, while they might bo made to support their familie 
lhat nre throw n upon the charity of (he city or slate.. 


There is here an opportunity to. devise a system of profitable employ 


menl for convieis. 
It must not he of a cruel character such as is evident]} 


adopted in the s,tatc of Alabama. 
Neither should it be of (he chain

prisoner or else saved for him unlil the time of his 'release.

neotion with each prison so that the inmates can, if necessary, learn a (radc 
by which they may he able to earn a living after leaving the'prison.
